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ELECTION TOMORROW 



Elections will be conducted tomorrow in nu- 
merous cities in this state. Because no mayor 
is to be elected in many cities in what is 
term an off-year election there is too 
often a disposition to neglect the duty Amer- 
ican citizenship imposes upon those of voting 
age. 

■ It is just as important that the best men 
and women should be elected to city council 
and to the .school committee as that the best 
candidate for mayor should receive the most 
votes for that office. A bare ma.jority of the 
council can, and sometimes does, block highly 
desirable efforts of a mayor. The school 

committee is responsible for the expenditure 
of the largest single allotment of municipal 
funds. 

The campaign here this year has caused 
scarcely a ripple on the political surface. But 
this should not minimize public interest 
which is especially high in Worcester where 
it is charged that the Democratic candidate 
represents the Curley influence, and in Fitch- 
burg where the r&cent critical injury of May- 
or Robert E. Greenwood and his continuance 
as a candidate may have a sentimental effect 
on the result, or the opposite. 

Those who re.spect their rights as - cit- 
izens will go to the polls and exercise their 
citizens will go to the polLs,and exercise their 
best judgment in marking their ballots.

Gov Curley's announced decision 
to noininate J. Arthur Baker of 
Pittsfield, a Republican member of 
the executive council, to the im- 
portant position of judge on the 
superior court bench may better be 
protested now than after the coun- 
cil receives the nomination. The 
circumstances make it necessary to 
point out the danger to the judi- 
ciary that so cynical a use of the 
nominating power must involve. 

The Republican councilor from 
this district will win preferment at 
the hands of Gov Curley for no 
reason whatever e.xcept that he has 
helped the governor to tran.5form a 
Republican council into a Demo- 
cratic council without resort to an 
election. The public cannot have 
forgotten that Mr Baker's refusal 
to vote did the trick when the 
Democratic Mr Russell of Fall 
River, the governor's nominee, was 
confirmed as a councilor in succes- 
eion to former Councilor Cote, a 
Republican, who had been made 
chairman of the P'all River finance 
commission on the governor's ini- 
tiative. 

Mr Baker's pubUc explanation of 
his refusal to vote on the Russell 
nomination was by common consent 
awarded the booby prize. It has 
been anticipated since that in- 
glorious incident that the governor 
vould reward him at the earliest 
opportunity with a life job. Yet 
every politici:-.:i and political writer 
in the state interprets the relation 
between Mr Baker and the gover- 
nor in this transaction as a selfish 
exchange of favors. 

The worst of it is that a superior 
court judgeship is to be used flaunt- 
ingly to pay one of the governor's 
political debts under conditions so 
transparent that the consummation 
of the deal can hardly fail to im- 
pair popular confidence in the ad- 
ministration of justice.

Filene—Lay» Down Duly 
Of Business Toward War 

Edward A. Filene, an. authority on 
intsrnatlonnl affairs, today stated 
what he thought wao the general 
attitude of Amsrioan businessmen — 
that trading with war nations was 
not really business, but was in fact 
'Ice soiling oil to a gang that planned 
to set fire to business houses. 

The business expert's remarks were 
chiefly significant as a reply to cer- 
tain shipping interests in Boston 
who declared that local merchants 
would continue to do business with 
Italy until handcuffed by the Fed- 
eral Government. While VJc. Filene 
i.ympathlzed with businessmen, hard 
hit by depleted trade, he did not 
consider bad business as a valid rea- 
.scn for Americans to refuse to do 
j their part in the cause of world 
' peace. 

I American business, he said, must 
' support for its own sake the Leag .le 
embargo if it wants to restore its 
own world commerce. Any study will 
show, he added, that business is bad 
becau.se the League has not been 
supported when it has endeavored co 
restrain nations from war. He we;it 
on to say that if American business 
on a national front does not help to 
restrain Italy in its African venture. 
other nations will grow apathetic 
and the present situation in Europe, 
with so much of the various nations' 
limited incomes devoted to arming, 
"will inevitably result in revolutions." 
He continued, "It is true that we 
do not belong to the League as a 
nation and are not bound by actions 
of the League. We are pledged by 
the Pact of Paris, however, aloii^; 
with member nations, not to resort 
to war as a means of settling Inter- 
national disputes. That treaty waa 
Initiated by the United States. The 
League members are now on strike 
not against Italy, but against war, 
I and the fact that we have not joined 
I their union is no excuse for our 
breaking the strike."

Allan Brown, advertising manager 
and assistant treasurer o£ the Bakc- 
lite Corporation, told New England 
advertising men in an address here 
today that signs of industrial recov- 
ery arc everywhere to be seen. 

Mr Brown, a speaker at the or»n- 
ing session of the 16th annual con- 
vention of the First District of the 
Advertising Federation of America.! 
at the Hotel Statler. this morning I 
.said, "the stage is set, go to it, but j 
let's go right." , ; 

The machine tool industry, he said, i 
is leading the way. Great strides i 
are also being made in the auto- ; 
mobile business, by the railroads and i 
in building. Important gams are , 
being shown by steel mills, in power | 
consumption, coal production, lumber j 
production, farm equipment and tex- 
tiles, as well as in industry in gen- 
eral. 

Time to Take Stock 

He impressed on the advertising 
profession the point that this is a 
time to take stock and cautioned that 
in time to use shaky methods. Tre- 
mendous opportunities are ahead 
with renovation, greater efflcicncy, 
production improvement and greater 
and more numerous uses for individ- 
ual items, he said. . ^ . , . .^^ 

Mr Brown indicated t hat tne 
changes that have taken place in 
industry and in the country, gener- 
ally, must be taken into considera- 
tion. . . . 
He urged advertising men to take 



into account especially. th>e import- 
ance of the value of selected or con- 
centrated advertising, the use of more 
colorful copy, and of better buying of 
space in business papers. 

In his "theme" speech, George A 
Dunning, governor of the First Dis- 
trict, emohasized the value of "work 
for achieving success. He cited the 
results of "work" achieved by com- 
munities and individuals in cases 
of extreme difficulty and need.

We have 
grown accustomed to the idea of 
having a calm before a storm. But, 
perhaos. we can be pardoned for a 
certain amount of nervousness in ,he 
face of being offered a calm after 
a storm. 



Must Study Symptoms 

"If advertising is to help business 
through its convalesence, it must, 
like any good actor, know the synnp- 
toms before it can even thing about 
< the road to recovery. It must go into 
1 the field and talk to people, see what 
Ihev are thinking, and what they, 
want. It cannot approach a new ad- 
vertising problem without knowing 
how ana where a product is sold 
where distribution is profitable, and 
where distance or climate or local 
habits make selling practicable, and 
where it is too expensive. Ttoday 
busine.ss has grown more and more 
competitive and competition has be- 
come more complex. There is com- 
peition, not only within industries, 
but between industries. 

"In the present calendar year, for 
example, one of the most inleresting 
new situations in business, has been 
the struggle to decide whether th? 
great American thirst is to be 
quenched from bottles or from tin 
containers. In certain spot^ in this 
country for the past few months 
there have been so many surveys to 
discover public preference on this 
point that the natives of certain 
Southern statss are thinking of hav- 
ing questianairres printed with all 
the answers filled in, ready ,0 hana 
out when the interviewer.^ call. There 
ha<; never b?en such careful lac- 
finriinc hv to manv interested factors 
in any business situation affecting so 
many elements. It is an excellent il- 
lustration of the habit developed by 
American business of finding the 
facts, first, a habit which is guiding 
the expenditure of advertising dollar; 
more completely today tha never be- 
fore." 

In closing Mr Dustin siad: "Adver- 
tising is ready to carry the message 
' that will make these human beings 
' throw overboard the preachings of 
the pessimists and lift this country 
forward in the next few. years across 
new frontiers of happiness and com- 
fort and abundance." 

Edgar Kobak. chairman of the 
board of the A. F. A., issued a warn- 
ing to business executives and men 
and women engaged in advertising 
about using advertising to attack 
political groups. He said that re- 
cently leaders have been urged to use 
advertising to attack various Govern- 
ment policies. "Use advertising." he 
said, "to tell a constructive story; do 
not use it to attack political groups. 
"Sound suggestions and honest rx- 
[ planations of reason for continued 
I independence will help your ideas. 
; Destructive counter attacks, it .you 
I employ them, will be used against 
you— and successfully, too. 

"Think twice before combining two 
objectives in one advertisement— one 
designed to sell goods and the other 
1 designed to fight contemplated po- 
litical influence. Separate the two 
and remember that your customer 
I and prospect is also a voter. He buys 
I in one frame of mind and votes or 
I directs his Congressman in another. 



"Think twice before you attack 
political interference through the 
machine of paid advertisements. Ad- 
vertising used right will sell goods 
and used wrong will retard sales and 
prove a boomerang to you and your 
adverti.sem.ent. Use advertising truth- ■ 
fully and constructively."

Nine city and town P W A projects 
were approved by the governor today. ' 
previously authorized by the state Kmer- 
gency Finance Board, calling for ari ex- , 
penditure of $1,750,000. These projects, 
which Include welfare buildings in Bos- 
ton and reconstruction of the Chelsea 
Street Bridge, are to be carried out on 
a basis of a 45 per cent grant from the 
Federal Government.

Lively, bluer campaigning in eleven 
Massachu.setts cities for election tomorrow 
of mayors and minor municipal officials 
draws to a close with State-wide interest 
centered in the Worcester mayoralty con- 
test as bearing on the city's appraisal 
of Governor James M. Curley's admin- 
istration. 

Victory for Walter J. Cookson. Repub- 
lican, over Hepresenutlve Edward J. Kel- 
ley, Democrat, who is an ardent Curlev 
supporter and backed by Curley hench- 
men, would be hailed by the Republicans 
Its another settjack to add to reverses 
which Curley backers have received in 
recent balloting. 

The turmoil which has developed in 
Worcester over the Curley issue has en- 
■ouraged the Republicans in both the 
."ity and State organizations to believe 
that they have at least a fighting chance 
of winning Worcester txick from the 
Democrats, who have prevailed there 
under Mayor John C. Mahoney, defeated 
for renominatlon by Kelley. 

Republican hopes also are high in 
Lowell where Dewy G. Archambault has 
conducted such an effective campaign 
that the Democrats admittedly are uneasy 
over the strength of their candidate. City 
Treasurer Charles R. Flood. 

In the Greater Boston area, excepting 
."■ambridge. the present mayors are seek- 
ing re-election in Somerville. .Medtord. 
Flverett. Lynn and Waltham, in non-par- 
tisan contests. 

The contest In Cambridge, also non- 
partis.in. where Congressinan-Mayor Rich- 
ard M. Russell is retiring from the mu- 
nicipal post afte- three consec\!tivo two- 
year terms. Is between John D. Lynch, 
former menilver of the school committee 
and John W. Lyons, former assistant 
city solicitor and the present president of 
the city council. Lyons is staging aii 
unusually strong campaign to overcome 
Lynch's primary lead of about 3000 votes 
and the indorsement "bf leading Repulv 
picans. 

I Dr. Frederick L. MacDonald, seeking 
B second term as mayor of Waltham, has 
a strong opponent in Representative 
Thomas J. FKannery. also an at-large 
juember of the City Council. 

Mayor J. Fred Manning of Lynn Is 
running for a fourth consecutive two- 
year term.

Irwin Pressed In Medford

His report to Go^ggg^igtmimmies M. | 
Curle y sho wed that the state's share 
of t'ffo ZaO days of pari-mutuel wag- 
ering was $1,614,979.89 and its ex- 
penses for supervising the horse and 
dog racing meets was approximate- 
ly $164,000. When the pari-mutuel 
wagering law was passed, its sup- 
porters predicted the state would 
receive at least $800,000 net. 

Connors reported that a total of 
876,967 persons wagered $19,028,793 
I during the 73 days of horso racing: 
at the Suffolk Bowns and Agawam 
(racks and that 1,252,671 visited the 
state's three dog tracks during a pe- 
riod of 200 racing days and poured 
a total of $15,458,072 into the mutuel 
machines. 

In addition 8,698 wagers were 
made during the 13 days of light 
harness racing throughout the state, 
for a total of $73,742, and during the j 
four days of horse racing at the 
Marshfield Fair, the wagers totaled 
J18,8i;<, of which the state's share 
was $1,038.

THE PAY-OFF— One of the 

first statements made by Governor

Although h« refused to say so, 
definitely, the Governor also hinted 
that he will probably run for re- 
election next year. He expressed 
confidence In another Democratic 
landslide and saw President Roose- 
velt as strong as he was three years 
ago. 

"I'll nominate Baker If he will 
accept it," said Mr. Curley. "How 
rould a man refuse a job he's been 
looking for all his life?" 

"It will be a strange thing to 
have only three Republicans on 
the council," he added. "I think it 
must be the first time in 300 
cears." 

Governor Curley is touted as a 
"clever politician." Whether or not 
his unscrupulous buying up of con- 
trol of the Executive Council and 
his (so-far abortive) attempts to 
bring the Senate and House of 
Representatives under his thumb 
will gain him more than temporary 
power is problematical.

WORKS RELIEF — Admitted 
failure of the Works Progress Ad- 
ministration to attain its objectives 
is causing keen disappointment in 
government circles, according to the 
"Washington Review," which de- 
clares; 

It had been hoped to take 3,500,- 
000 employables from relief rolls 
lor transfer to WPA operations, but 
less than 1,000,000 to date have 
been given employment. And of 
these some 250,000 have been put 
into CCC camps. 

The relief organization previ- 
ously for many months, has had 
some 2,000,000 relief workers em- 
ployed on work relief projects under 
the direction of FERA. Some had 
thought it feasible to transfer this 
group from that relief organiza- 
tion to the new Works Progress 
Administration, particularly if the 
personnel in charge of work-relief 
programs in the state and local re- 
lief organizations could be taken 
over by the new Work."? Program 
Administration organization. Ap- 
parently this has not been done, 
and instead a new federal machine 
has been built up which is not 
working any too smoothly.

BOSTON — A total of 2.144 336 
ppr.soiis attended racing mcet,5 
bntl) hor.se and dog. during the 
season jnst fini.shrd. anil averaged 
in betting $23.70. according to the 
report of Chairman Charies v 
Connors of the State Racing com- 
mission, which he submitted to 
G ov. Curl cy last night. 

$1,614,979 To State 

The total handle of the pari- 
niutuel machines was $34,579,420 
of which the state's gross share 
was $1,614,979.89. Deducting the 
state's expen.ses, tlie state's net 
take is approximately $1,450,000. 

This is approximately three 
times the estimate of Tax Com- 
missioner Henry P. Long, made 
prior to tlie opening of the racing 
season, and means that munici- 
palities will receive almost three 
times as much a.s he told them to 
figure on. 

The average cost per per.son at- 
tending racing meetings during the 
season was $2.17. Chairman Con- 



nors stated tne total parimutuel 
handle would have been much 
larger but that many horses were 
withdrawn from Bay state tracks 
during the latter part of the sea- 
.son, and thus the beUs were lighter. 
Some late races had only six 
horses. Experience, he said, shows 
that a 10 or 12-horse race brings 
the largest parimutuel "tote". 
Horse Races Led 
There were 73 days of running 
horse racing meets and the 
state's break therefrom was $160.- 
211, The association's license fees 
totaled $70,200. and the employes' 
license fees were $8,762. The slate's 
receipt-s from these races amount- 
ed to $905,181.32. 

On the dog races, with a total of 
200 davs, the state's commi-vsion 
was $541,032.70. the states breaks 
totaled $117,816.03. the associations 
license fees amounted to $40,000, 
the employes' licen.se fees to $5310, 
and the state's commissions were 
$704,158.73. 

There were 13 days of harness 
hor.se racing meetings, giving the 
state commissions totaling $2,580.97, 
breaks of $720.65. association license 
fees of $1300. employes' license fees, 
nothine. and state's total income 
of $4601.62. 

Only one fair meeting with pari- 
mutuel betting was held, that at 
Ma nsli field for four days. The 
state's commission totaled $658,47. 
its breaks were $204,75, association 
license fee, $175, employes' license 
fees, nothing, and the state's com- 
mission totaled $1308.22.

Get First Chance 
At Highway Jobs 

Curley Promises 123,000 
j "Men at Work by Nov. 
i 20th on State Projects 

j BOSTON - Gov. Curley an- 
! nounced yesterday that 123.000 men, 
I to be drawn mainly from the state 
welfare rolls by WPA Administra- 
tor Arthur G. Rotch, will be put to 
work by Nov. 20. 

The governor declared yesterday 
that preference would not enter in- 
to the as.signment of the new con- 
struction jobs because he had no 
hand in giving them out. "It's all 
in the hands of Mr. Rot.ch." he 
said, "and no favors can be ex- 
pected from my office. " 

F'oUowmg a lengthy conference 
with Public Works Commissioner 
William F. Callahan and Frank L. 
Kane, director of the governor's 
private employment bureau, the 
governor i.wued a statement that 
he would devote his entire time for 
the next 30 days in expediting the 
work and wages program and get- 
ting it into operation. 

Those unemployed registered with 
Kane will be used, the governor 
stated, only after Rotch has start- 
ed hus road grading and drainage 
work with men drawn from the 
welfare rolKs Those on the welfare 
lists prior to April 1 will be given 
preference, the governor said. 

He said that the three major 
projects which will be undertaken 
with the aid of the federal govern- 
ment are the construction of farm 
to market highways to cost $10.- 
445 000; roadside bcautification, to 
cast $10,000,000; and an $8,000,000' 
highway sidewalk construction pro- 
gram. 

The farm to market roads he 
.saw as "a great boon to the agri- 
culturists of the state, in giving 
them smooth, durable roads in 
place of the quagmires that are to 
be found in such large measure 
throughout the state." 

Commenting on the sidewalk 
program, which will be undertaken 
at equal expense by the stale and 
federal government, the governor 
said. "The money to be expended 
by the state will cover the cost of 
curbing and top surface and should 
provide a source of protection 
pedestrians."

B O .S T O N—T'h e commonwealth's 
treasury turned a net profit of $1,450,- 
000 from this year's horse and dog 
race meets, according to a report filed 
yesterday with G ov. Curl ey by the 
state racing commisSWTr 

The gross return to the state from 
290 dr-ys of racing reached $1,614,- 
979.89 but the commission expended 
approximately $164,000 In supervising 
the v.",rious meets. This revenue came 
from S'ii per cent of the money wa- 
gered in the pari-mutuols, one-half of 
the breakage and license fees. 

This Is the first time the state has 
profited from revenue of this charac- 
ter, The total wa.s -far in excess of 
the amount that had been anticipated. 
When the voters passed the referen- 
dum legalizing parl-mutuel betting last 
year the anticipated revenue was less 
than $1 000.000. 

The commission's report disclosed 
that n total of $34,579,420 passed 
through the betting machines at the 
race meets which were divided under 
four clasFiflcatlons; running hor.'e 
meets at Enst Boston, Agawam, 
Brookllne and Frnmingham; harness 
horse meets at Fitchburg. Northamp- 
ton and Sturbridgc; hor.se racing at 
the Marshfleld fair, and dog racing 
conducted by four different associa- 
tions. 

The surprising f.".ctor probably ■was 
the extended patronage of the dog 
races in comparison with that of the 
horse races. The report showed that 
$19,028,793 was wagered on horse 
races as against $15,458,072 wagered 
on the dogs. The dog race meets 
greatly exceeded the horse tracks in 
attendance figures. 

The report showed that 1,252,671 
fans passed through the admission 
gates at the dog tracks while the 
horse tracks attracted a total of 
only 876,967. This can be accounted 
for in part by the fact that there 
were 200 nights of dog racing against 
only 73 days of horse racing, exclud- 
ing the harness horse and state fair 
races. 

The gross receipts of $1,614,979.89 
was produced from the various 
sources as follows: Percentage from 
the parl-mutuel machines, $1,210,- 
280 01; percentage of the breakage, 
$278,952.99; a.ssociation license fees, 
$111,675; employes' license fees, $14,-

The cities of Massacliusetts are 
voting for their municipal rov- 
ernments today, with the usual 
Interest attending these events. 
For the most paxt it does not ap- 
pear that partisan politics are 
weighing much in t^he polling of 
the varioUvS •places. In two or 
three cities, Democratic and Re- 
publican nominees are out to 
make a strict party test. For the 
most part, however, local issues 
play the greater part in the can- 
vass. 

The election that is being 
wat/ched with most interest, per- 
haps, is in the city of Worcester,

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Curley Plans Avenue of Lilacs 
for Boston-Providence Highway 

Mattachutetts Governor Confers With Federal Ad' 
ministrator Arthur T. Gotch on Project. — Hope- 
I ful Hi$ Suggestion Will Be Approved 

Governor James M. Curley ot 
Massachusetts came forward yesler- 
day with a plan to transform the 
Boston-Providence highway, as far 
, as the Rhode Island State line, into 
an avenue of lilacs. 

As part of his $10,000,000 roadside 
beautiflcation project, he would 
plajit so many lilac bushes along the 
highway that in the spring, the scent 
of the lilac would vanquish the odors 
of gasoline, oil and carbon monoxide. 
Indeed, the lilacs would pick up the 
highway air, deodorize and other- 
wise purify it, and toss it back at 
the passing motorist highly per- 
fumed. 

Until a late hour last night, man- 
ufacturers of lilac perfumes, who de- 
pend on the motoring public for a 
substantial share of their trade, had 
made no formal protest against the 
plan to give away the perfume by 
the mile. 

Governor Curley, who conferred 
yesterday with Federal Administra- 
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tor Arthur T. Gotch on plans for the 
lilac boulevard, indicated that if he 
has his way the Boston-Providence 
highway will become as widely 
known for its lilacs as 'Holland for its 
tulips. Cape Cod for its antique 
shops, Japan for its cherry blossoms. 
New Jersey for its billboards, Florida 
for its orange blossoms, and the 
j Bronx for its delicatessen and hot 
dog stands. 

Governor Curley said that in the 
Federal program in Massachusetts, 
"I am very hopeful there will be in- 
cluded a lilac drive between Boston 
and Providence, since in connection 
with the construction of this high- 
way, takings were made on both 
sides of the roadway." 

He would put a large force of men 
at work this winter for the setting 
out of the lilacs.

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CURLEY PROMISES 
WORK TO 123,000 
MEN BY NOV. 20 

Positions on Road Work To Be 
Given First to Persons »n Relief 
Roll, Preference To Go to Those 
on Roll 
I Prior to April 1 

BOSTON, Nov. 5.— One hundred 
twenly-lhree thousand men will be 
put to work in liiis State by Nov. 
20. Gov. James M. Curlev said yes- 
terday afternoon. Interviewed on 
his first day in office following his 
vacation, the Governor stated that 
he would devote his entire time for 
the next 30 days or longer if neces- 
san,- in expediting his work and 
wages program, and getting it into 
operation. 

The statement that 123,000 men 
will be put on the public payroll 
came from the Governor after he 
had received assurance from Fed- 
eral Administrator Arthur D. Rotch. 
The Governor announced that there 
had been some misunderstanding ' 
between Mr. Rotch and Public 
Works Commissioner Callahan as to| 
the method that is to be followed in 
putting tlie men to work. The 
Governor said that it has been de- 
termined to give preference to those 
now on welfare rolls and have been 
prior to April 1. 

Asked how the new development 
would iM>rmit taking care of those 
unemiJloyed but. who were not on 
the welfare as of April 1, the Gov- 
ernor said that they could not be 
taken care of until this group had 
been gi\eii work. 

Must File Appliration 

These who de.sire jobs must file 
their applications at once with the 
WPA administrators in various sec- 
tions of the State. The men will 
be given work in road grading and 
draining. Later the Commission 
3f Public 'Works will give employ- 
ment to those now registered at the 
Governor's private employment of- 
fice on lop surface and curbing 
work. The Governor said that he 
had attempted to communicate 
with the President and Harry Hop- 
kins in an endeavor to speed up 
construction work in Boston Har- 
bor and at the new National Guard 
camp on Cape Cod. Neither was 
available but he sent telegrams and 
letters covering his view's to them.

Offensive Copy Hit 

Calling attention to the harm 
caused by advertising copy which is 
offensive to Rood taste. John P. Cun- 
ningham of the Ncwell-Emmctt 
Company, Inc, New York, told the 
conference that while the offenders 
form but a small proportion of the 
profession they -'cast a long blacK 
shadow over the entire business. 

Treating the subject in a facetlou* 
vein Mr Cunningham showed ml 
"modern chamber of horrors" in ad- 
vertising, illustrating types of what 
he believed to be offensive copy.

A part of the beautiflcation pro-

First big Slate public works proj- 
ects financed by the WPA are ex- 
pected to get under way in 138 com- 
munities next week, with jobs for 
about 7000 men, it was indicated 
yesterday. 

State ERA-WPA Administrator 
Arthur G. Rotch announced last 
night that he intends to clear enough 
projects through his headquarters by 
noon today to start farm-to-market 
road work and preliminary highway- 
sidewalk construction in 138 towns. 
After conferring yesterday with Ad- 
ministrator Rotcli, Governor Curley an- 
nounced that by Kov. 2<1, employment 
will be furnished 123,000 men. Thii 
created some confusion in the situation 
for it la definitely known that such • 
number cannot be added to the relief 
work rolls. 

WPA, whlfh Includes the State- 
sponsored eideralks, farm-to-market 
roads and roadside beautincation 
proterts, has a quota, Mr. Rotch said, 
of a little over 113,000. However, he can 
run it up higher than that if he want* 

Ast the farts show, ERA and WPA In 
Massachusetts have now on the rolls 
about 98,0«> men and women. The flrst 
Increase of any Importance will be pro- 
vided by the ir>8 sidewalk and road 
projects to be started next week and 
these will not add more than »ix or 
■even thousand. 



These are apout half the projects of 
that nature, and they will be started 
only where they are needed at once to 
create emergency employment. The 
starting of PTVA projects will create 
some employment but hardly enough to 
be noticeable to welfare departments. 

According to the Clovernor. $10,415,000 
are to be spent on the farui-to-markct 
roads this winter and spring; $10,000,000 
on prettying up the scenerj' along the 
5»««te highway, and tS.OOO.OOO on high- 
way sidewalks. 

Awarding the Jobs 

A recent protest by legislators that 
members of the Executive Council and 
candidates for the Boston City Council 
are receiving preference iri the award 
of jobs on State projects was di-smissed 
hy Governor Curley with the statement 
that jobs are placed iiy the welfar* 
departments. He added that those seek- 
ing work will have to contact the of- 
fice of State Administrator Rotch, and 
that no favors can be expected from 
the Governor's office. 

Under President Roosevelt's rules for 
new relief eniplo>'ment, men and women 
will be assigned to PWA and WPA 
Jobs by the I'nlted States Employment 
Service. Their list comprises all appli- 
cants in order of need, .lobs are sup- 
posed to he given flrst to those wlio 
were on welfare or relief last May. 

Mr. Rotch declared It was Impossihl* 
to make known which towns will re- 
ceive this batch of projects. At th« 
State department of public works it 
was said that officials there do not 
know which of the large number of 
such projects Mr. Rotch intends to ap- 
prove today. 

7000 Men on New Project! 

But it was sdmltted that the 138 pro* 
Jects specified by Mr. Rotch ought ta 
employ at least 7000 men. If the pro- 
Jects which are being sponsored by th« 
public works department are received 
back here tonight, finally approved, 
work should commence within a week. 
It was estimated. 

The farm-to-market roads In the back- 
country districts will start a small boom 
in local gravel pits, for the road im- 
provements will consist mainly of scrap- 
ing and surfacing with gravel. Wher« 
towns can't buy the gravel, the WPA 
will buy. Mr. Rotch said. 

The highway sidewalks projects will 
add to the stone and gravel boom, tor 
the WPA will construct the foundations 
for the sidewalk.", purchasing such ma- 
terial as it has to. The State, with bor- 
rowed money of its own, will carry on 
projects to complete the sidewalks." The 
Stale will, however, supervise all th» 
projects and the labor will come from 
relief lists first. 

PWA Projects, Too 

While Mr. Rotch waa pushing his 
headquarters staff to the limit to get 
WPA projects through the mill and out 
into the hand* of the waiting sponsors, 
State PWA Director Theodore B. Par- 
ker announced award of PWA contract* 
totalling nearly $70,000. 

A good many of the contracts wer» 
for installation of equipment of one 
kind or another in State institutions. 
Most of the contracts wcr« obtained by 
Boston business (irms. 

As an illustration how the federal and 
State money is being spread arounii, 
three contracte were let for a mothers' 
cottage and dormitory at the women's 
reformatory in Framingham.

Confusion Over School Com- 
mittee Contests — Apathy 
I Features Election

Police were kept busy in several sec- 
tions of the city today in warning over- 
zealous campaign worliers away from the 
;. ■voting l)Ooths ana threatening them with 
arrest under the 150-foot section of the 
statutes. 

Particular complaints were made In 
East Boston, Charlestown and Roxbury. 
One arrest was made at the polling place 
of precinct 16, ward 9, Day street, when 
Russell Kierstad of Vernon street, Rox- 
bury, wag charged with attempting to 
vote under a name other than his own. 

With three members of the School 
Committee and an enri'-e City Council to 
be elected, Boston voters are at th^ poll? 
today after one of the most listless cam- 
paigns for many years. 

The early voting was go light In many 
precincts as to Indicate that the predic 
tions of a 60 per cent oallot will be ful 
filled. But the bulk of the poll, wltf 
voting hours from S A. M. to 8 P M 
comes in the closing hours. 

Following the old-tlmo custom the elec 
tion department starttd to get the bal 
lots to the polls befjrj daylight. On( 
truck for each ward, fcuarded by a ser 
geant of police, left Ciiy Hall Annex a! 
brief intervals, so that by seven o'clocl; 
the ballots and the boxes were in placed 
Not a hitch occurred in directing the 
election machinery. Jn fact the plans 
were as complete as en those occasio"" 
when a mayor 1« to b* elected and th8 
iKsue.a of the canipaign .are of the utmost 
importance to the weltiire of the city. 

In severa.1 instances, as is customary, 
the boxes failed to work properly when, 
the first votes were cast or an election 
officer fdiled to shov/ up on time. But' 
the.S6 trivial thing.'" arc to be expected 
with polling plates numbering 367., 
Practically all of the election officers are| 
old-timcr.s at the work and, therefore,-, 
thei-e Is little tor them to learn as they 
approach their duties year after year. 

Only in a few of th» ward.s, such as 
in Bast Boston. Charlestown, the AVest 
End and in two Dorchester districts, were 
the election officers busy before noon. 
With hundreds of men out of work in 



I those districts they were able to take ad- 
vantage of the urging of their leaders to 
vote early and avoid any complications in 
voting from five until eight o'clock at 
nignt. The Back Bay district in particu- 
lar showed little sign of life an the day- 
wore on and in Vvard 20, the largest 
ward of the city, precinct places were 
practically deserted. 

Election officials expect much confu- 
sion on the part of the vuIim-h, especially 
in the School Committee contesltB. The 
ballot containing twenty-nine names la 
the longest on record and there Is re- 
ported to be a rather widespread Ignor- 
ance on the part of votern as to the 
numt)er of candidates they are entitled 
to vote for. Only three members of the 
School Committee are to ho elected and 
only one candidate for the City Council 
n each ward. 

Police are watching for Infractions of 
he law %vhich places a loU-foot restriction 
)n election activities. This law is never 
Mitorced except when a policeman is 
itationed outside each voting booth. Even 
m the most exciting mayoral elections 
two policemen, one inside and the other 
outside an election booth, are not main- 
tained for the entire day. The election 
commissioners tour the city, watch for 
violations and report their findings to 
the police stations. Today the flr.^t in- 
spections were from eight o'clock until 
ten o'clock, and the report indicated an 
apathy that has been seldom matched. 

Last moment appeals of the candidates 
during the night were followed in a few 
cases with false propaganda, some of It 
scurrilous and bearing the counterfeit 
endorsements of well known names. This 
is a more or less customary procedure 
when contests so bitterly fought remain 
uncertain up to the opening of the polls. 
Ward 8 was flooded with a circular which 
purported to have the Indorsement of the 
Democratic committee of that ward, 
designated as of 370 Dudley street, Rox- 
bury, which happens to be a vacant lot 
near Governor Curley's Tammany Club 
at 378 Dudley street. This sort of cam- 
paigning has less effect today than in 
former years, not only because of the 
higher intelligence of the voters but be- 
cause candidates utter repeated warn- 
ings fur in advance of election day. 

The real Interest In the School Commit- 
toe tight, as political leaders view it, lies 
in the choice of a candidate to succeed 
former Chairman Joseph J. Hurley, re- 
cently deceased. It is taken more or le.-s.s 
for granted that the two members seek- 
ing election, former Chairman Maurice 
J. Tobin and Chairman Dr. Charles E. 
Mackey, will be re-elected. Whether one 
of the three women candidates can obtain 
a seat on the t)oard which has been with- 
out a wonian member for two years, is 
an intcre.'--ting speculation. Roxbury and 
Dorchester are expected to cast the 
largest feminine ballot of the entire city, 
for the three candidates hail from those 
sections. 

Many of the so-called strongest candi- 
dates for both School Committee and the 
City Council are expected to suffer great, 
ly from lack of interest among the voters. 
In a late-hour attempt to arouse the 
slay-at-homes, thousands of cards and 
circulars were mailed last Saturday and 
active committees appointed to ring door 
bells or call voters by telephone to remind 
the-ai of the danger of defeat for their 
favorite candidates unless they take the 
trouble to support them at the polls. 

Politicians are .specially interested in 
the question whether the old spirit of 
ward leaderishlp can be effectively re- 
spected in several of the districts where 
leaders are attempting to maintain their 
political skill. Councilors Thomas H. 
Green and Maurice M. Goldman are at- 
tempting to name their successors In 
Charlestown and Dorchester, and Coun- 
cilor John I. Fitzgerald is fighting for 
the control of the Hendricks Club and 
his re-election In the West End. 

At least two other City Council candi- 
dates face the hardest contests of their 
respective careers. Councilor Albert h. 
Fish of Ward 16 has in John J. Mc 
Grath a formidable toe and Councilor 
John J. Kerrigan of Ward 7. South Bog-

Eugene B. Fraser of Lynn, former 
member of the executive council from 
the fifth councf. district, yesterday an- 
nounced his candidacy for the Republi- 
can nomination for his old position. 

Fraser, councilor from the district 
from 1919 to 1934. was defeated for re- 
election last year by Councilor William 
G. Hennessey, Democrat. His defeat, 
by a margin of 1761 votes, n-as one of the 
surprise up.sets resulting from the popu- 
larity of the New Deal. 

The district includes the Second Essex 
Senatorial District, which comprises

Record votes were expected In l.'l 
I Massachusetts cities today with 12 
of them electing mayors and other 
municipal officers and Boston liaving 
an off-year election, selecting three 
school committee meinbers and 22 
councilmen. 

The biggest test of Gov. Curley's 

work and wages platform comes In

bridge has reached an equally high 
pitch bccauscof bitterness of the 
contest.
